Eisenstein is to go to prison fora week for contempt 
of court. Falke (called The Bat as the result of a 
trick played on him by Eisenstein) resolves to have 
revenge : to persuade Eisenstein to attend a ball at 
Orlofsky's palace and to get Rosalinda to the ball 
so that she may see her husband's flirtations. 
Rosalinda sees her husband off to prison, so she 
thinks, and presently receives her admirer Alfred. 
Frank, the prison governor arrives to collect 
Eisenstein for prison : Alfred is persuaded to save 
Rosalinda's reputation by allowing himself to be 
arrested. 


Act Il 


The ball at Orlofsky's palace, that evening. 
Rosalinda disguised as a Hungarian Countess, has 
arrived with Falke; and now watches her husband 
flirting with her maid, Adele, dressed in one of 
Rosalinda's gowns. Eisenstein transfers his atten- 
tion to the "Countess" who manages to secure his 
watch. 


Act Il 


Eisenstein goes to prison to give himself up. He 
is amazed to find himself already there in the 
person of Alfred, and furious to discover his wife's 
love affair. Rosalinda confronts him with his watch 
and describes his behaviour with Adele. There is 
nothing to do but forgive and forget.
